As Peace Sign 


FREDERICKSBURG, Tex. 
*V- 
Tonight the m others of this little 
English-German 
settlem ent 
will 
tell their fretting children of the 
Easter bunny building fires In the 
surrounding hills. 
And the children will be able to 
see the brightly burning blaze*— 
just as they have on each eve of 
E aster ainee 1847. 
The bonfires among the Spanish 
oak and cedars on the rolling knolls 
are more than a bedtime story to 
quiet a child’s fears. 
The fires are a sign that the 
Indians and the early day German 
colonists made—and kept—a pledge 
of peace. 
Some of the men w’ho light the 
signal fires tonight are from the 
fourth and f.fth generations of the 
original settlers. 
Residents 
of 
this 
picturesque 
little city in the hill country of 
southw’est Texas still speak two 
languages—English and German. 
Many of the.r customs are handed 
down from their Germ an colonist 
ancestors. 
The Easter fires have become 
more than folklore. They now are 
part of the reverent observance of 
Easter on Sunday. 
The first fires were lighted 108 
years ago while leaders of the 
colonists talked peace with Indian 
chiefs at the* nearby headquarters 
of the San Saba River. Those re­ 
maining 
in 
the 
Fredericksburg 
colony were mostly women and 
children, but the Indians were sus­ 
picious. They circled the camp with 
spies and the observers signaled 
back and forth with fire and smoke 
signals. 
The 
children 
of

pioneer 
mother, so the story goes, became 
frightened at the winking fires and 
began crying. She soothed them 
with the tale that the fires were 
kindled by the E aster Rabbit. She 
said he was cooking eggs in great 
cauldrons and dyeing them with 
w innow ers the little bunny rabbits 
gathered in the hills. 
When the colony leaders returned 
after successfully drafting a peace 
treaty they heard the story. Some 
said it was an omen. So the colony 
vowed to light the E ast rabbit fires 
each year as long ss the peace 
treaty was unbroken.

T im e To E ra se W inter 
Before we can safely talk about 
springtime service for the car it. 
la im portant to do an effective 
Job 
of 
erasing 
winter 
dam age 
which can be quite considerable. 
It la never too early to get busy 
with 
this 
prelude to the usual 
sprucing up for warm er weather. 
A thorough washing of the car 
la definitely needed to get rid of 
*alt picked up from treated streets 
in icy weather. 
Have the chassis 
rarefuUy and thoroughly greased. 
Oil should be changed even if it 
la not time to switch to a heavier 
trade, because the crankcase will 
o# loaded with contam inants. In­ 
spection will also pay dividends. 
Check for a broken spring. Make 
•ure

freely. 
And look over the tires 
carefully. 
Winter often forces? us to m is­ 
treat the car. The;e m ay have 
been the cold night you didn’t 
fiv© the engine a chance to warm 
up because you were half frozen.
